KN4AQ Honored as MS Society Volunteer of Year 


The Eastern NC chapter of the National Multiple Sclerosis Society has chosen RARS member Gary 
Pearce KN4AQ as their 1993 “Volunteer of the Year.” Each year, RARS helps the MS folks with safety 
communications for walking and bicycling events, including the MS-150, a 150 mile bike-a-thon that 
covers two days in the Fall. Gary can usually be heard and seen on his Gold Wing motorcycle, reporting 
the progress of the event, and capturing some of the action on videotape. In 1993 Gary also produced a 
public service announcement videotape for the MS-150 from footage he shot at the 1992 event. 

Gary said he enjoys participating in all the events. Usually they’re more like a pleasant day’s ride 
in the country, although during the ’93 “150” he was literally on the scene of a rider who’s spokes caught 
the axle of the bike in front of him, flipping the rider over his handlebars and face down into the asphalt. 
The rider’s helmet broke in two, and the rider was taken to the hospital. Fortunately, the injuries were minor. 

That and several other minor accidents prove the value of our communications. Janet Mills, director 
of the MS Chapter based in Raleigh, told RARS that MS would not consider running an event like the 150 
without ham radio communications. They’ve tried CB and cellular phones, and nothing gives them the 
rapid, flexible communications of the ham radio system.

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MINUTES OF THE MEETING 


Board Meeting 


November 17, 1993 


The monthly board meeting of the Raleigh Ama- 
teur Radio Society was held at the YMCA on Hillsborough 
St. The meeting was called to order by KM4BU at 7:12. 
Members presentat that time: KN4AQ, WA4BPJ, KO4CK, 
K4HF, KB4MDZ, WA4PEN, KA3PSK, KC4UPZ. Ex- 
cused: KN4BS. Late: KD4ACW. Absent: N4BYO, 
NA4G, AA4MY. 

Motion by WA4PEN to approve the October 
minutes. Second by KB4MDZ. None Opposed. 

WAA4BPYJ gave the treasurer’s report and said we 
currently have 337 members. Checking account dropped 
from the last report. Several deposits to make — from the 
classes and the auction. IRS payment of $1,575.10 had 
to be sent off. A letter dated 11/8/93 was received from 
the IRS (covering the tax period 7/1/91 - 6/30/92) stating 
a penalty amount of $1,575.10 was due. To avoid 
additional penalty and/or interest, payment had to be 
received by the IRS no later than 1 1/18/93. In order to get 
the money in on time, Mike had to send a check, even 
though that amount was not in the budget. He polled as 
many board members as he could contact and all agreed 
that he should go ahead and pay it. This covered one tax 
year and we had to file for two years, thus a90-9 1 tax year 
penalty could still be assessed. That amount, based on 
this assessment, would be approximately $1,625. The 
amount is purely a penalty amount for not filing the Form 
990 on time. 

WA4BPJ recommended that the money to cover 
this assessment and another (should it occur) be taken 
from the investment account, since its purpose 1s to cover 
emergencies. He wrote a letter of appeal and sent it with 
the check. The board agreed that the letter was very well 


written and covered the situation quite well. A copy 
will be placed in the RARS files. He also said that he 
informed the IRS in a previous letter that the change 
in fiscal year reporting from calendar year to July- 
June occurred in 1988 and was reflected in the books 
which have been maintained that way since. The letter 
assessing the penalty did indeed reflect the July- June 
fiscal year reporting. A fee could be requested for 
changing the reporting period; but has not been 
mentioned. 

Motion by KA3PSK with second by WA4PEN 
that the board recommend that the society allocate 
funds to cover present and possible future IRS liabili- 
ties not to exceed $3,500 in FY 94. Motion carried 
with none opposed. 

KM4BU reported that the Five-Year Planning 
Committee met on November 9. It was a good 
meeting with plans to meet again 12/14/93. Bring 
concerns to any committee member. The scope is not 
formal — more of a think tank. 

KA3PSK was not sure of options for holding 
the board meetings at the church. Tuesday vs. Wednes- 
day nights still unresolved. Will have to wait to 
determine availability of aroomatthe church. KM4BU 
Said umiess there is suitable business requiring a board 
meeting, no meeting will be held in December. 

KD4YU and KM4BU will publish the Exciter 
for December. 

KMA4BU officially recognized WA4BPJ as 
the finest “federal speak” expert that we have among 
us. His efforts on the IRS problems are much appre- 
ciated. 

KD4ACW said she submitted a questionnaire 
on alcohol/non-alcohol at club functions, but it did not 
make the Exciter last month. 

KA3PSK announced the Christmas party will 
be held at the regular meeting on Tuesday, December 
7. It will be the same time as the regular meeting. 
Santa will be there for the children. 

Announcements: KN4AQ - equipment ar- 
rived for WDCG. He will act as liaison between 
WDCG and RARS. 

WA4MBSJF - should have something to report 
on the non-profit status by the January meeting. 

KN4AQ - last month a packet umbrella group 
formed called Packet Eastern North Carolina, de- 
signed for system and network operators; but anyone

can join. Secretary - NIGMV John, Vice, President - 
N4WFU Barry from Roanoke Rapids, and President - 
KN4AQ Gary. 

KD4IHW - the Short Wave Listeners Group 
will tour Voice of America in Greenville on Saturday. 

KD4LLQ - breakfast meeting as usual the first 
Saturday in December. 

WA4MBJEF - no VHF/UHF Sig meeting in De- 
cember. 

KN4AQ - WA4BPIJ is the new “holder of the 
keys” to the voice ID for the repeater. 

Board Member Comments: KC4UPX - Public 
Service is finished for the year. 

KB4MDZ - Moving forward on the replace- 
ment antenna for ’64. Still working on ’95. Said he 
heard a call on the repeater from a fellow who had 
broken down in Lewisburg. AC4ZO came to the rescue 
and drove up from Cary to help out. 

KM4BU - received traffic back from Texas, so 
we now have a viable packet mail system in the Raleigh 
area. The 5-year planning committee was very stimu- 
lating and achallenging effort. He has ASCII terminals 
for use on packet. See him if you are interested. 

KN4AQ - the FCC has issued a notice of pro- 
posed rule making to allow instant licensing for those 
who pass their tests. League & FCC want to know how 
you feel about it. He has copies of the 2-meter band plan 
for those who want them. 

WA4BPJ asked what month RARS incorpo- 
rated. K4HF said it was in February and 1994 will be 
the 25th year. 

Motion by WA4PEN to adjourn. None op- 
posed. Meeting adjourned at 8:48.

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Thanks for the Memories 


Memories... pressed between the wafers of my 
chips... 

Sorry, Barbara, I couldn’t help myself. The 
question is, what do you do with your memories? Not 
the kind you write in a diary — the kind you program 
in your handie-talkie or mobile radio (and I know HF 
radios have memories, too. That’s out of my league, so 
perhaps one of you HFers would like to pick up the ball). 
Radios today come with more and more memories. 10 
is aminimum, 20 to 30 are more standard, and afew can 
be expanded to 200! They can be very useful, or they 
can be a mess, depending on how you program them. I 
researched this article on the RARS Bulletin Board 
(772-9176). I asked you how you program your radios, 
and here’s what you told me... 

Wayne KD4SLQ wrote: “I have 21 memories in 
each band of my dual band Yaesu FT-470. I guess the 
nearest answer is “random”. I put RARS freqs in mem 
1 - 6 (actually also JARS & TEARA & others) then a 
couple I want sometimes - like Durham. Then I put in 
some like EMC, Ral PD, Ral FD, Wake Sherriff. Then 
N. Hills, WIT'VD, WRALTV, WPTF-AM. Then some 
seldom used like NC Wildlife. I re-program when I go 
to the Coast or to Myrtle Beach, or to the Lake, etc. (like 
a Hamfest). One reason for my grouping Raleigh freqs 
together is so my fingers can find them in the dark in the 
Car on a trip to an out-of-town square dance, etc.” 

Dave WB4IUY waxed nostalgic: 
‘“Memories...ahhhh....those memories...... Oh yeah, 
those radio frequency slots...I just program at random 
until the rig is full. Got 30ish in my new Alinco 592, and 
it still ain’t enough! 73" 

Dan KD4VGM has a sophisticated plan: “I 
program the local repeaters first, in order of frequency, 
except forthe dead machines, which go after that.

CDCC OFFERS PACKET 
BAND PLAN 


CDCC (The Carolina Digital Coordinating 
Council) has created a band plan for VHF and UHF 
packet systems. The plan came along with the NC 
Nodes list prepared by WB4WOR. Since CDCC covers 
Western NC, Packet>East covers Eastern NC, those of 
us in the east should take a good look at the plan, and 
see how it might fit our operation. Here are the details, 
with comments by WB4WOR: 


CDCC Frequency Band Plan 


2 Meters 


144.9-145.0 Packet Cluster LAN

ALL 2 Meter frequencies are for NARROW 
BAND Technologies up to a standard FM voice channel 
bandwidth. Maximum FCC allowable baud rate on 2 
meters is 19,200, but band loading and current tech- 


nclogies will only allow up to 9600 baud to stay in the 
FM voice bandwidth. The intent with the 2 Meter 
frequencies is to have them as END USER frequencies 
when the backbones on the higher bands are in place. 


‘When an area has complete connectivity on higher 


frequency backbones, they should convert to LAN 
operations on all frequencies other than 145.01. This 
will allow any keyboard operators to move among the 
2 meter nodes that might be within range of each other 
on the Intrastate/LAN frequencies. 

Maximum FCC allowed baud rate above 222 
Mhz is 19,200 baud and unlimited 70cm and above. 
Current technology does have 19,200 and 56,000 ex- 
perimentally in the 70 cm band. These would be on the 
wide band channels because both signals are wider than 
a standard FM voice channel. 19,200 runs approxi- 
mately 25 to 30 khz band width and 56,000 runs 70 to 
80 Khz band width. 


(KN4AQ again...) 

Since the plan was developed after substantial 
parts of the ad-hoc packet network were already in 
place, there are many systems now on the air that don’t 
match the plan’s specs. We formed Packet>East to 
begin bringing order out of an uncoordinated frequency 
selection process — not to force wholesale changes 
to conform to a standard. If you already have a system 
on the air, you should consider how a band plan can 
affect you, not just today, but a few years down the road. 
You may or may not decide to move. Keep in mind the 
number of repeaters that moved frequency in the ’70s 
when a band plan was finally accepted for FM-voice, 
and how well that standardized system works today. 

Also, note the UHF 1200 baud segment, 446.49 
- 447.0 MHz. This is_ basically unoccupied territory. 
SERA lists is as “simplex,” and the ARRL lists it as 
“local option,” shared by simplex, auxiliary and 
control links, and repeaters. This does look like a good 
place to promote 1200 baud packet LANs and such, but 
I] don’t think we should just “declare” it such without 
negotiating with other spectrum planners. 

More Packet>East “news” coming soon. I 
think we will be changing the date to Saturday, January 
22, and I should have that firmed up by next weekend. 
Send me any agenda items you’d like listed.
